Laws are cvery Mans Civil Armour,that Guards him from 
the Gripes of Rapine and all other Oucragious Aſlaults and 
Infolencies, and indeed 'ris for this chictiy that Laws are of 
uſe amoneſt us, not only to be our Guide, bur alſo our Shield. 


The Great and Univerſal Monarch of the World , the 
Supream Being, at firſt, 1n che very I nfancy of Time gave 
unto Man a Law upon Parole, inſcribed 1n his heart, that 
by thoſe inward Dictates he might be guided and bound- 
ed in the whole Courſe and Road of his Life ; but ſuch 
has the Pravity of Humane Nature been, that this Divine 
Inſcription is 1n a great meaſure defaced; fo that Kings and 
Princes have found it of abſolure neceſſity to give Lite- 
ral and Preſcripted Laws for the Government and Well- 
being of Mankind in their reſpective Places and So- 
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Theſe Papers being a Collection of the Laws of this 
27 Place, preſume nor to Inſtruct your Excellency, who in the 
"7 fair Volume of your great Mind have all the Laws of E- 
7 quity and Juſtice engraven, and thevalt Univerſal Idea of 
3 whatcver can be calld good in Mankind is there ſtamp'd.

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HEREAS the late unhappy Dl- 
ſlractions cauſed frequent Change 
in the Government of this Coun- 
trey, and thoſe prodaced fo ma- 
ny Alterations in the Laws, that 
the people knew not well what 
to obey., nor the Judges what 
to puniſh: By which means Inzu- 
ſtice was hardly to be avoided, 
and the Juſt Freedom of -the Peo- 

le, by the uncertainty and lt-

centiouſneſs of the Laws , hardly to be preſerved. This 
B Afﬀems 
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Aſſembly taking the ſame into their ſerious Conſideratt» 
ons , and gravely weighing the Obligations they are to 
diſcharge to God , the King, and the Countrey , have by 
ſettling the Laws, diligently endeavoured to prevent the 
like Inconvenienctts ; by cauſing the whole Body of the 
Laws to be revived, all unneceſlary Ads , and chiefly ſuch 
as might keep in memory our. forced deviation from His 
Majeſties Obedience, to be repealed and expunged ; and 
thoſe that are itt force to be brought into one Volume: 
And leſt any prejudice might ariſe by the ignorance of 
the Times fromy whence thoſe Acts were in force , they 
have added the Dates of every AR , to the end that 
Courts might rightly adminiſter Juſtice and give Sen- 
tence according to Law for any thing happening at any 
time finceany Law was in force: And have allo endea- 
voured in all things as near as the Capacity and Con- 
ſitution of this Countrey would admit, to adhere to thoſe 
excellent and often refined Laws of ZEng/and, to which 
we profeſs and acknowledge all Reverence and Obedi- 
ence. And that the Laws made by us are intended by 
us but as Brief Memorials of that which the Capacity 
of our Courts is utter!y unable to colle& out of its vaſt 
Volumes , though ſometimes perhaps, for the difference 
of our and their Condition ., varying in ſmall things , 
but far from the preſumption of contradicting any thing 
therein contained. And becauſe ir is impoſlible to honour 
the King as we ſhould, unleſs we ſerve and fear God as 
we ought. And that they might ſhew their equal care, 
they have ſet down certain Rules to be obſerved in the 
Government of the Church , until God ſhall pleaſe to turn 
His Majeſttes Pious Thoughts towards us, and provide a 
better ſupply of Miniſters among us.

E it Enacted and confirmed , That no perſon or-perſons 
B whatſoever ſhall paſs over by Conveyance ; or other. 
wiſe, any part of his Eſtate, whether Lands, Goods, 

or Cattle, whereby his Creditors not having not ice 
thereof, might be defrauded of their juſt Debts ; unleſs ſuch 
Conveyance or other Deeds be acknowledged before the Go- 
vernour and Council at the General Court, or before the 
Juſtices at the County Courts ; . and there Regiſtred in a 
Book for that purpoſe, within Six Months after ſuch a: 
lienation : and whoever ſhall make oyer or alicnate any 
part of his Eſtate, otherwiſe than is here .cxpreſſed, rhe 
ſame ſhall not be accounted valid in Law , nor ſhall it 
bar any Creditor by ſeizing the fame by Law for ſatisfaRion 
of che Debt, the Property of the Eſtate not being legally 
veſted in any but the firſt Vendor : And ir is further Enacted, 
That any conveyance made, and acknowledged, and record- 
ed, ſhall not be held good in Law, againſt any Creditors or 
former Purchaſers, until Four Months atter ſuch acknow- 
ledgment made and recorded , in which time the. Creditors

WW Hereas his Majeſty hath by his Commiſſioners ap-

and the payment of Quit-Rents being due in Money , which 
we, being deſtitute of Coin, cannot procure : Beit Enacted,
